SCHOOL REPORT. 


The School Board presents the following report of schools for 
the past year. There have been eight schools for the summer 
and fall, and ten for the winter, 248 1-2 weeks in all. Sixteen 
different teachers have been employed this year and the whole 
number of scholars attending school over two weeks, has been 
about 200. 

The improvement made by these pupils has been a credit both 
to themselves and their teachers with but few exceptions, and the 
work accomplished in the schools by the majority of the teachers, 
show that they have discharged their duties faithfully, and with 
this ‘‘oLject in view,’’ to advance and perfect pupils in all the 
different studies. — 

It is worthy of notice that the scholars having the same teacher 
two or more terms, or year after year make the best progress. 
We will call attention to the improvement made in just one 
branch, reading—in the Primary schools at the ville and street, 
also in the Davis Town School. It has been very marked and 
demonstrates clearly that a teacher adapted to the needs of a 
school ought to be retained. 

_In the Upper Street school the scholars, who attended school 
in summer, taught by Miss Silver did very well in their studies. 
Miss Folsom, taught the fall term and made a success of the 
school in every respect. In the winter term the scholars did 
good work and made good progress, with Miss Bean for teacher. 

The Grammar schools at the Street and Ville have been suc- 
cessful asa rule throughout the year. The Street Grammar 
school was taught, summer and fall terms by Miss Folsom, who 
labored faithfully, and the greater part of the scholars worked 
hard and made eood appearauce at examination. Mr. Tracy 


20 


taught the winter with good success. Order reigned, in his 
school and commendable advancement was made in the various 
studies. Miss Buzzell taught the summer, term at the Ville. 
Her work in the school room was successful and the progress 
made by her pupils indicated a prosperous term. The fall term 
at the Ville was taught by Miss Howe, and Mr. Richardsen had 
the winter school, he worked with a will and the work accomp- 
lished by his nites was very praiseworthy. 

The two Primary schools were tauuht by the same teachers 
throughout the year, (Mrs. Price at the Ville and Miss Riley at 
the Street) with their customary success. They had good schools. 

Dame Hill school, summer term, was taught by Miss Maud 
Riley, who, gaining the good will of both parents and scholars, 
had a successful school—Miss Riley engaged the school for the 
fall, but on account of sickness, was obliged to leave at the end 
of the second week. The school then took a vacation until the 
last of October, when Mir. Hadlock was employed and taught a 
long fall and winter term of fifteen weeks. He worked earnest- 
ly and his labors had good rvsults. 

There were a summer and a fall term at Indian Pond, taught 
by Miss Amsden, who has taught the school before. She labored 
zealously, and her pupils made good progress. : 

The same may be saidof Miss Child's school, at Hall Town, 
winter term. Mrs. Sargent pursued the same successful course 
in the Davis Town school, as last year. Her pupils made im- 
provement in their studies, and no ‘‘tardy mark” is seen on her 
register during the year. 

Miss Smith taught a winter term at Quint Town, and the 
school was very successful. Great credit is due both teacher and 
scholars that not a mark appears in the register against any pu- 
pil’s name. The ‘‘Visiting Gommittee” is very glad to speak of 
that register and earnestly requests the parents to glance at the 
‘‘Tardiness Column” in the ‘Statistical Table,” and endeavor to 
impress upon the children the importsnce of punctuality in at- 
tendance.
